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Mosques 
security 
plans are 
drawn up 

COUNTER-terrorism police 
are drawing up security 
plans for three mosques 
which were hit by bombs, 
experts have revealed. 

They are assessing the 
Kanzul Iman Central Jamia 
Mosque in Binfield Street, 
Tipton, where a nail bomb 
exploded in July, while a 
review is also under way to 
see if extra CCTV cameras 
should be provided nearby 

Meanwhile, police are 
advising bosses at Wolver¬ 
hampton Central Mosque, 
where officers found evi¬ 
dence of the ‘seat of an 
explosion’ in July, as well as 
Aisha Mosque and Islamic 
Centre in Rutter Street, 
Walsall, where a home-made 
bomb went off in June. 

In Tipton, a working 
group has been established 
involving police, Sandwell 
Council and Network Rail. 
Network Rail were included 
because of the disused 
railway line running around 
the perimeter of the mosque. 

The embankment and 
foliage has already been cut 
back but residents have 
asked that trees to the rear 
of Mayfair Gardens in par¬ 
ticular are not cleared. 

Minutes of a Tipton Town 
Service Improvement Board 
meeting add: “Options were 
also being explored in rela¬ 
tion to the provision of addi¬ 
tional CCTV cameras. Any 
options would be subject to 
consultation with resi¬ 
dents.”

£5.5m COSTS OF 
PUBLIC REVAMP 


TRANSFORMING The Public into a 
sixth-form centre will cost around £5.5 
million, college bosses have revealed. 

And in draft plans seen exclusively by the 
Express & Star, Sandwell College chiefs have 
unveiled how the revamp will take shape to turn 
the West Bromwich arts centre into a sixth- 
form for 500 A-level students. 


The college and Sandwell 
Council are set to sign a deal 
to transform the site in a 
project that will also include 
arts space and a business 
support facility. 

The proposals would see 
the two bodies enter into a 
25-year partnership. The 
plans are due to be approved 
by the borough’s cabinet of 
senior councillors on 
Wednesday. 

Changes 

Scott Upton, vice-princi¬ 
pal of Sandwell College, 
revealed that architects 
have drawn up initial plans 
for the changes with the con¬ 
version costs estimated to be 
in the region of £5.5m. The 
college is looking at options 
of how it will fund the 
changes, with college 
income, borrowing and Gov¬ 
ernment grants all options 
being considered. 

Mr Upton also said the 
existing shape of the build¬ 
ing would remain the same, 
with no major structural 
changes due to take place. 

He added: “We are not 
looking to destroy the build-

ing and its current form 
because that is one of the 
things that makes it look 
attractive.” 

Early proposals for the 
ground floor will see the 
installation of classroom 
‘pods’, which will be free¬ 
standing rooms that can be 
installed without taking 
down walls. The cafe area 
will also remain. 

It is also proposed to use 
the existing ‘pods’ on the 
fourth floor for informal 
learning areas. The plans 
also include using some of 
the building for arts-based 
activities, which would be 
open to the public. 

In 2011 the Arts Council 
was accused of funding a 
building that was ‘not fit for 
purpose’ in a damning 
report into the organisa¬ 
tion’s role in building the 
centre. 

The New Street centre 
will close next month and 
will open as a sixth form in 
September 2014.

Market days set to stay

THIS was the scene after arsonists 
set 300 tyres on fire at a derelict 
industrial yard. 

Firefighters were called to the yard 
on Whitehall Road in Great Bridge on 
Tuesday night to the large blaze, which 
created a huge plume of acrid black 
smoke. 

Around 15 firefighters from West 
Bromwich and Tipton fought the blaze 
for around two-and-a-half hours before 
leaving the scene. 

Residents living opposite the 
enclosed yard were warned to keep 
their doors and windows closed against 


the smoke as a precaution, although 
the wind carried smoke away from 
homes. 

Tipton white watch crew com¬ 
mander Darren Kendall, who was the 
incident commander at the scene, said: 
“We had approximately 300 tyres on 
fire, and it was quite a difficult one as 
they consisted of lorry and forklift 
truck tyres. 

“It was a substantial blaze - we 
could see it when we left the station, 
and a huge amount of smoke. We first 
thought it might have been the factory 
connected to the yard. 


“We did an inspection of the factory 
premises but thankfully nothing had 
spread to the nearby units.” 

The blaze took hold at around 9pm. 
Mr Kendall said the fire was arson, and 
the police had been called to carry out 
their own investigations. 

He added: “Thankfully the smoke 
was travelling in the opposite direction 
to the houses, so it could have been far 
worse. There was an incredible 
amount of heat and we were lucky 
nobody got hurt.” 

The fire was out and firefighters 
were leaving the scene just after 11pm. 


Deadline 
is set on 
children's 
services 

MAJOR improvement plans 
for Sandwell’s ailing chil¬ 
dren’s services department 
should be in place by Christ¬ 
mas, it has been revealed. 

It comes after Ofsted 
named the borough as one of 
20 of the worst authorities in 
England for caring for the 
most vulnerable children in 
society in its first stand¬ 
alone annual report, 
released on Tuesday. 

Councillor Simon Hackett 
took on responsibility for the 
department when Ofsted 
branded it ‘inadequate’ in 
April. 

He said: “We have a major 
improvement plan in 
progress at present. One to 
restructure the service and 
the other to work with fami¬ 
lies at an earlier stage. We 
should have them in place by 
Christmas. 

“I work on the basis that if 
things are not good enough 
for my children then they 
are not good enough for 
anyone else’s.” 

Neighbouring Birming¬ 
ham was also named as one 
of 20 councils across the 
country where the standard 
of child protection is ‘unac¬ 
ceptably poor’ yesterday. 

In April, Ofsted’s findings 
led to the resignation of two 
of the service’s bosses. The 
councillor in charge of chil¬ 
dren’s services at the time, 
Bob Badham, also gave up 
his position in the cabinet, 
and was replaced by Coun¬ 
cillor Hackett. 

Call on fires 
at hoardings 

RESIDENTS are being 
urged to be vigilant after two 
brazen youths were spotted 
deliberately starting fires. 

The culprits were seen 
lighting bushes on Portway 
Road, Wednesbury, last 
Thursday. Firefighters from 
the town’s station, around 
150 yards away from the 
scene of the fires, attended. 

Councillor Olwen Jones, 
for Wednesbury South ward 
said: “The bushes were 
under the advertising hoar¬ 
dings and if they had gone 
up, the warehouses behind 
the hoardings could have 
caught fire.”

Stacey Withers, from Tipton, was 
charged more for the clip than she was 
for a week’s luxury getaway to Turkey. 

The dental nurse, aged 25, had 
downloaded the DreamWorks film to 
cheer up her three-year-old son Joel, 
Stacey Withers with the who fell ill with an ear infection during 
download on screen the holiday two weeks ago. But she was 



astounded when she discovered the 
clip had cost her £l,118.05p - £101 
more than the holiday and the equiva¬ 
lent of £223.60 per minute. The 
mother-of-one, who had saved for two 
years for the trip, has refused to pay. 
She said: “It’s absolutely disgusting.” 

She said her son had been crying for 
nearly six days because of his infection. 
“He is mad for Madagascar and I knew 
it was the only thing that might get 
him to calm down” she said. “I turned 


on data roaming for about five minutes 
and started to download it and got 
about 18 per cent. I started to worry it 
would cost me a few hundred - so I 
stopped.” She was on holiday with her 
partner Danny Langford, 23, and Joel. 

An Orange spokeswoman said: 
“Customers are automatically capped 
to ensure they are not charged more 
than £51 for roaming data in a given 
month. In this instance the customer 
contacted Orange to opt out.” 


900 drug plants are 
seized in unit swoop 
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TEN MEN have been arrested and 900 
cannabis plants worth more than £400,000 
were seized after police officers swooped on 
a factory unit. 

Officers in Tipton discovered the cannabis plants 
in an early morning raid following tip-offs from 
members of the public. The drugs were seized from a 
unit in Phoenix House, Castle Street, Tipton. A total 
of 916 cannabis plants were growing inside the 
factory unit with an approximate value of £415,000. 


Police call 
as fridges 
dumped in 
the street 

FRIDGES are being dumped 
in streets, prompting police 
to remind passers-by they 
can report them to a council 
to be removed. 

Officers in Hill Top said 
there had been ‘several 
instances’ of fridges being 
dumped in the street after 
valuable wiring had been 
removed. 

Residents are being 
reminded Holloway Metals, 
Holloway Bank, Wednes¬ 
bury, accepts fridges and will 
dispose of them responsibly 

Sergeant Sean Griffiths, 
of Wednesbury South neigh¬ 
bourhood, also said they 
could also be reported to 
Sandwell Council for 
removal. 

It is believed scrap collec¬ 
tors are picking up fridges 
from homes and then 
dumping them after remov¬ 
ing metal parts to sell on. 

New Environment Agen¬ 
cy rules state flammable 
insulating foam has to be 
removed before a fridge is 
taken to a tip. 

It means scrapyards will 
no longer accept whole 
fridges or freezers. 


The 10 aged between 25 
and 59 were arrested and 
have been bailed while 
further inquiries are carried 
out. 

Pc Mark Devereaux, from 
Tipton Green Neighbour¬ 
hood Team which carried 
out the raid, said: “Officers 
were acting on local intelli¬ 
gence about suspicious 
activity at the factory units. 
We want to reassure our 
local community that we will 
always act on information 
that comes through to us.” 

Officers swooped at 2am 
on Monday and spent 
several hours removing the 
plants from the factory unit. 

It is the latest in a series of 
recent raids on suspected 
drugs operations across 
Sandwell. Last month, offi¬ 
cers seized cannabis worth 
£1 million following two 
drugs raids which uncovered 
almost 1,500 plants. 

Officers from Sandwell 
police raided the addresses 
in West Bromwich and Great 
Bridge in Tipton. The first 
property was raided in High 
Street, West Bromwich, 
after it was sold at auction a 
few months ago and officers 
had kept an eye on it. 

Meanwhile, a second 
warrant was executed in 
Market Place, Great Bridge, 
where more than 1,000 
plants were discovered over 
three floors of the building. 
Police have charged two men 
with the cultivation of 
cannabis. 

In August, a £500,000 
cannabis factory was discov¬ 
ered in a police raid on a 
Tipton motorbike shop. 


Urgent call on £70k church bill

A CHURCH urgently needs to raise £70,000 
to fix the extensive damage caused when one 
of its boilers exploded. Two gas boilers at St 
Bartholomews in Wednesbury need to be 
replaced after one of them blew up earlier 
this year, during the summer. 

Steam issuing from the explosion also 
damaged the boiler room, choir vestry and 
steeple while electrics were damaged, which 
have led to associated problems with the 
church’s clock not working. 

Firefighters called to the scene due to the 
white steam billowing from the steeple also 
damaged the church’s door after having to 
force their way in. 

The lighting system within the church, on 
Church Hill, also needs to be replaced, and 
redecorating has still not been done after 
the roof developed a leak when lead was 


stolen several years ago. One of the church’s 
two wardens Donald Griffiths said: “Both 
boilers need to be replaced, we suffered 
damage to the ceiling of the choir vestry and 
in the boiler room, carpets and floor cover¬ 
ings were damaged beyond repair.” 

Mr Griffiths said the congregation is 
thinking of approaching English Heritage 
and the National Lottery for funding, but in 
the meantime is planning several events to 
start the ball rolling. 

On November 9 at 7pm the War ley Male 
Choir is performing at the church, along 
with a solo organist, and on December 7, 
there will be a Christmas fair. 

Tickets to the concert cost £6 and are 
available on the door or from Mr Griffiths on 
0121 556 8796.

What we 
need to understand is that we have said the 
Tesco development would create 2,000 
jobs. 

Reward 

“People are now starting to take them 
up. This is 14 years in the planning and it’s 
now coming to fruition and we are getting 
people into work. 

“It’s the right reward for the best part of 
quarter of a billion pounds of investment. 


“These are jobs mostly within the 
service sector but they are jobs for people 
who otherwise may be on the dole. We 
knew it would have an impact on the 
borough and should be bringing down 
jobless numbers across Sandwell.” 

WorkWise had been promoted to job¬ 
seekers when many retailers opened at the 
New Square development, with organisers 
saying they saw a ‘huge increase’ in 
inquiries. WorkWise offers jobseekers free 
day tickets, travel passes, transport advice 
and journey plans for interviews, and for 
up to eight weeks in a new job.

Public to close two weeks 
earlier for big clear out 


THE Public will close two weeks earlier than 
expected on November 16.

The transformation will 
mean closing The Public’s 
doors in November to allow 
conversion work on all 
floors of the building in time 
for a sixth-form centre 
there to open in September 
2014. 

It had initially been 
reported that the venue 
would close on November

30, however it will now be 
earlier. Linda Saunders, 
managing director of the 
New Street centre said: 
“Our contract ends on the

She added: “We have to

M6 Toll boost 
due to works 

MORE roadworks on the 
M6 proved good news for 
M6 Toll operators Midland 
Expressway, as it cut its 
losses by nearly £5 million. 

But the company still 
made a loss of £36.7m in 
2012, according to its 
financial figures just filed 
with Companies House. 

During the year 13.07 
million customers used the 
M6 Toll road, up from 
13.04m the year before as 
it benefited from the start 
of roadworks on the M6 in 
April 2012. 

As a result, toll revenue 
was up 3.9 per cent to 
£58.05m for the year, 
boosted by an increase in 
the charges. Other income, 
including a ‘substantial’ 
contribution from the M6 
Toll motorway service 
station, was £2.51m. 

In the directors’ report, 
they said: “Disruption is 
likely on the M6 through¬ 
out 2013 and it is envis¬ 
aged that the M6 Toll will 
benefit from increased 
traffic using the road.” 

Splashing out on 
goods in region 

PEOPLE in the West Mid¬ 
lands have been spending 
more over recent weeks, 
splashing out on restau¬ 
rant meals, DIY and cloth¬ 
ing as the economy shows 
increasing signs of recov¬ 
ery, new figures reveal. 

Overall consumer 
spending in the region rose 
by 2.2 per cent in Septem¬ 
ber, with spending in res¬ 
taurants up 11.2 per cent, 
DIY up 5.8 per cent and 
clothing up 2.4 per cent, 
according to Barclaycard. 

But that puts West Mid¬ 
land shoppers among the 
nation’s most cautious. 
David Gibbons, Barclays 
retail director for the West 
Midlands said: “Shoppers 
are spending more but 
they remain cautious and 
we’re seeing them make 
smart choices.”

Green light likely on Metro extension 



The planned Metro extension will 
pass the new Library of Birmingham 


PROPOSALS to further extend the 
Midland Metro tram network under 
a multi-million pound scheme are 
expected to be approved next week. 

It is planned to extend the tram 
through Paradise Circus, past the 
historic Town Hall and up to Cente¬ 
nary Square, passing the £188.8 
million Library of Birmingham. 

And on Monday, Birmingham 
City Council’s cabinet are due to 
back the project. 

If approved, the extension will 
provide two new stops at the Town 
Hall and Centenary Square. And it 
will be the first major infrastructure 


project brought forward through 
the Enterprise Zone Investment 
Plan, which supports growth and 
investment in the city centre. 

The Greater Birmingham and 
Solihull Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship approved in 2011 the creation 
of a zone made up of 26 key invest¬ 
ment sites across the centre of the 
city, which have the potential to 
create 40,000 new jobs and boost the 
local economy by £2 billion. 

The EZ Investment Plan was 
approved in July 2012, providing in 
principle agreement to £128m of 
funding to kickstart the develop¬ 


ment of the zone. As well as the 
Metro extension, the next stage of 
the investment phase of the plan 
will see a renewal of Centenary Squ¬ 
are and improvements to roads. 

Councillor Tahir Ali, develop¬ 
ment boss, said: “This will deliver 
improved public transport to two 
key sites within the Enterprise Zone 

- Paradise Circus and Arena Central 

- which will help connect people to 
employment opportunities, provide 
an alternative to driving and 
connect the business community to 
mainline train stations linking to 
London and the north. 


Owners of unit hit by 
fire in talks on future

PLANS for the future of a fire-ravaged 
factory unit in Tipton are being dis¬ 
cussed by its owners after complaints 
and petitions from neighbours. 

Around 40 firefighters tackled the blaze in 
Bankfield Road, near Toll End Road, in May 
this year. It destroyed up to 90 per cent of 
the former factory building. 

An inspection carried out after the fire by a 
structural engineer found the building to be 
unsafe and it was torn down leaving piles of debris 
and rubbish on the small patch of land. The site 
of the fire remained unclean with bricks, debris 
and tyres left there for months until people living 
near Bankfield Road started a petition to get 
Sandwell Council to take action. 

Councillor Derek Rowley said: “The site was a 
real eyesore for people living on the street and 
those on Toll Road who overlooked it.” 

Responsible 

He said having spoken with the council’s plan¬ 
ning enforcement officers an investigation into 
who owned the site began and after months of 
work the company responsible for the land were 
contacted. 

He added: “Our enforcement officers 
approached the two owners, who eventually 
agreed to clean it up for us after a persuasive con¬ 
versation. They’ve now cleared up the site and 
apart from a pile of tyres in one corner, it’s looking 
much better. The owners are now in consultation 
with our officers as to the proposed future plans 
for the site.” 

Brian Jones has lived in the street for 33 years. 
He said: “From where I live it wasn’t too bad, but 
you would get people over there burning stuff and 
hanging around. 

“What they have done over there is brilliant, it 
has made a big difference to the road. I heard that 
they may want to turn it into bungalows. I think 
anything would be better than an empty patch of 
land.” 

Another resident, who did not wish to be iden¬ 
tified, whose house overlooks the site of the fire 
from Toll Road, said: “It was a real eyesore for me 
and my neighbours, I’m so glad something has 
been done to tidy it up.” 

Plans to build bungalows on the site had been 
submitted before the fire in 2008, but they were 
refused by the council. 

The company that owns the land was unavail¬ 
able for comment.

Homeless

The court heard in 
interview Hussain, of no 
fixed address, said he had 
drunk a large quantity of 
vodka and smoked cannabis 
the night before and could 
not remember how he ended 
up in the park with the 
knife. 

Hussain had previously 
been convicted of having a 
bladed article in a public 
place. The court heard the 
25-year-old had already 
served 28 days in prison and 
Judge Eades jailed him for 
four weeks. He must pay an 
£80 victim surcharge.

In the end the business 
collapsed with debts of 
nearly £1.8 million in 2011. 

Mohammed Mashedi and 
Abdul Kauser, directors of 
Total Refund (TR), Tyseley, 
Birmingham, were disquali¬ 
fied for using cold-calling 
and high pressure sales tech¬ 
niques to sell Payment Pro¬ 
tection Insurance reclaim 
services. 

Mr Mashedi and Mr 
Kauser, both aged 31, have 
signed disqualification 
undertakings not to be a 
director, manage or control a 
company for 11 years each, 
following an investigation 
by the Insolvency Service. 
David Brooks, head of insol¬ 
vent investigations at the 
Insolvency Service, said, the 
company broke the rules, 
and people who trusted the 
company to help them 
reclaim PPI, found them¬ 
selves paying more fees.

Force axing 1,100 may begin recruiting again

in brief 


A RECRUITMENT drive could be 
launched by West Midlands Police - 
despite the force having to get rid of 
1,100 officers. 

The force has lost more officers than it 
hoped to in the past six months, also 
resulting in a £24m underspend in its 
budget. 

Chiefs blamed high stress levels and low 
morale for the high numbers of officers 
leaving the force. 

A consultation on new recruitment will 
be launched in November, with police and 
crime commissioner Bob Jones saying 
losing extra staff but saving money at the 
same time was ‘mixed news’. 


The force needs to axe the 1,100 officers 
by 2015 as part of £126m savings. That 
equates to 220 a year but an extra 29 offi¬ 
cers have been lost since April alone on top 
of those needed to be axed. 

Chief finance officer for the police and 
crime commissioner, Mike Williams, said 
recruitment opportunities could be con¬ 
sidered as funding was put in place. 

Assumptions 

He added: “The savings within pay con¬ 
tinue the theme of securing reductions 
required early for the next financial year. 

“Based upon these assumptions future 
staffing levels are likely to be significantly 
below affordable levels. 


“This gives the flexibility to considering 
workforce mix or recruitment opportuni¬ 
ties. However, any opportunities must be 
considered in the light of uncertain future 
financial settlements.” 

Meanwhile Mr Jones said he was con¬ 
scious that talented officers would have to 
be replaced. 

He added: “It’s mixed news - it helps us 
get to our very significant financial 
savings target earlier. 

“However, there are risks attached to 
losing bodies and it’s sometimes the case 
that our more talented members have 
opportunities to leave. 

“In some ways if people are leaving nat¬ 
urally it assists us getting to our reduction 


targets. We have a job in seeking to replace 
those. We’re conscious that we need to 
replace those skills.” 

Ian Edwards, chairman of the West Mid¬ 
lands branch of the Police Federation, said 
policing was not an enticing career as it 
once was. 

He added: “There are jobs elsewhere in 
the private sector and there are disillu¬ 
sioned officers who are managing to find 
jobs abroad, at other forces and in the 
private sector. 

“There has been much higher levels of 
stress, high workloads, an ongoing pay 
freeze, increases in pension contributions 
and less opportunity for promotion and 
movement within the force.” 


Driver set his own car alight 
to destroy evidence of crash 


A MAN set fire to his own car after it had been 
involved in a road accident in an attempt to 
destroy evidence, a court heard. 

Christopher Rose was spotted by an off-duty police 
officer, climbing over the wall of the Oldbury garage 
where the car was being stored at 7.30am on July 2 


this year. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told the Rover 
vehicle had been taken to 
Star Autos by police follow¬ 
ing a collision the previous 
evening. 

The court heard that 
Rose, 25, had told the officer: 
“I haven’t done anything.” 

He had a hooded top 
under one arm and wrapped 
in it was the steering wheel 
of the vehicle which he had 
removed, the court heard. 

Rose, of Heathfield Close, 
Old Hill, had then made off 
but was arrested later. 

The car was found to have 
been set on fire. 

He pleaded guilty to a 
charge of attempting to 
pervert the course of justice 
during the hearing at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. 

He also admitted a charge 
of dangerous driving which 
had taken place on July 7 - 
while he was on bail for the 
earlier offence.

The court was told that 
Rose had led police on a 
chase along roads across the 
Sandwell area cutting up 
cars and even going through 
a red light. 

The pursuit had ended 
when the vehicle being 
driven by Rose collided with 
a taxi. 

A girl passenger in the 
taxi travelling home from 
school suffered minor 
injuries in the smash. 

Rose was sentenced to 14 
months imprisonment for 
perverting the course of 
justice charge and 12 
months for the dangerous 
driving to be served consecu¬ 
tively. 

Mrs Blondelle Thompson, 
defending, said: “All of these 
incidents are related to my 
client’s drug addiction. 

“He is working to address 
that,” she added.

homes, vehicles and anyone passing by. 
Miss Lewis, a student, said: “I feel 
extremely lucky. 

“It is a huge tree and it could have 
gone the way of my house and literally 
flattened it, it’s quite scary really.” 

She added: “It’s really odd, there 
was no sign before of it coming down. 

“I heard a creak and then a huge 
bang outside. I couldn’t believe it when 
I looked outside. 

Miss Lewis said her parents, on 
hearing about the tree, had cut their 
holiday short to return home. 


She said: “We had wanted the tree to 
be cut down, but because it is a listed 
tree, which is apparently quite rare, I 
didn’t think it was possible.” 

Neighbours had heard the tree come 
down in Great Barr last night. 

Harpreet Kaur, aged 26, also of 
Heather Road, said: “It sounded like a 
thunder storm outside when it came 
down. Everyone was in shock when 
they saw it.” 

Weather experts say a ‘short, sharp 
shock’ of cold temperatures is expected 
to descend after the Indian summer. 


Man on night out 
was hit by truck 

A MAN who was out on a 
night out with friends was 
killed after being knocked 
over by a truck, an inquest 
heard. 

Smethwick Coroners 
Court heard how 39-year- 
old Darren Smart of King 
Street, Dudley had been 
out with friends in Dudley 
on September 27. 

Senior Coroner Robin 
Balmain said: “He had 
been out drinking with 
friends when he stumbled 
into the road and was 
struck by a recovery truck 
that didn’t stop.” 

He added: “I am led to 
believe that the driver 
handed himself in.” 

A post mortem found 
multiple injuries to head 
and chest. The inquest was 
adjourned. 

Firefighter is hurt 
falling down shaft 

THE injuries to a fire¬ 
fighter who fell 25ft down 
a lift shaft are more 
serious than first feared, 
doctors have said. 

The firefighter fell 
through a roof and down a 
25ft lift shaft while tack¬ 
ling a blaze at a children’s 
centre on Hamstead Road, 
on the border of Sandwell 
and Handsworth. 

He was rescued by col¬ 
leagues before receiving 
treatment from West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service 
and taken to hospital. 

A spokesman for West 
Midlands Fire Service said 
his injuries were not life 
threatening. 

New mental health 
hospital to be built 

ONE of the largest mental 
health hospitals helping 
children and teenagers 
will be built at a cost of 
£8.8 million. 

It will be run by the 
Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital NHS Foundation 
Trust and will replace an 
existing site on Queens- 
bridge Road, Moseley, 
Birmingham. 

It is expected work will 
start next year and could 
open in 2017. The hospital 
will treat those between 
five and 16 years old. 

Motorist escapes 
unhurt from crash 

A CAR crashed into a set of 
traffic lights forcing the 
closure of a main route in 
the Black Country. 

Police were called to the 
junction of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Road and Newbury 
Lane in Oldbury at 7.15am 
last Thursday. 

Firefighters were called 
and made the car safe after 
petrol spilled on to the 
road. The driver was not 
injured.

I was a boy among 
men, says veteran 


After his Arnhem pilgrimage old 
soldier John Baker shares his 
horrors of war with LOUISE JEW 

IT WAS a ‘bridge too far’ in the 
Second World War - and the 
Battle of Arnhem landed young 
parachutist John Baker in 
deadly danger, when he was 
taken prisoner of war. 

Now - as he celebrates his 90th 
birthday - he has retold how he and 
12 comrades were forced to give 
themselves up to the Germans as 
houses literally blew up around them 
during their trek to reinforce troops 
battling to take the nearby bridge. 

He celebrated his 21st birthday in 
Stalag 12A, in transit to his eventual home 
for more than seven months - Stalag 11B 
near Hanover, where he was forced to put 
in long days of hard labour, fuelled by 
near-starvation rations. 

Wreath 

John, now of Sedgley, has just returned 
from a moving pilgrimage back to 
Arnhem. 

He laid a wreath to mark the 69th 
anniversary of the famous battle. 

And, as year by year fewer and fewer of 
the brave veterans who survived Arnhem 
remain, he fully intends to be there for the 
‘big one’ - the 70th anniversary commem¬ 
oration next year. 

John, a great-grandfather, who has 
lived in Ettymore Road West since 1949, 
was just 17 when he lied to join the Army 
in 1940, saying he was 18. 

He joined the Welsh Fusiliers but later 
a call came round for volunteers for the 
airborne forces.

He was tempted by the prospect of an 
extra two shillings a day - at the time 
he was earning only 14 shillings a week, 
so it would double his wage - and a red 
beret that all the girls fell for. 

So off he went, in 1942, to join the 1st 
airborne division and saw active service 
in the North Africa campaign, followed 
by Sicily and Italy. 

“North Africa was a long campaign - 
the paras were supposed to be in and 
out but we were used as infantry,” said 


John. “But Arnhem was a nasty little 
battle.” 

He wasn’t wrong - in late September 
1944, John and the rest of his divison in 
the British Ariborne forces landed 
outside Arnhem in Holland for Opera¬ 
tion Market Garden. 

A number of other bridges had been 
taken - but Arnhem proved the bridge 
too far, of film fame. 

Soon the forces were surrounded and 
almost 2,000 were killed, with many 


more injured and taken prisoner. John 
said: “We landed about eight miles from 
the bridge and were among 10,000 - two 
thirds of us parachutists and a third in 
gliders. 

“We got within a quarter of a mile 
before we hit the heavy stuff. 

“Two Panzer divisions were refitting 
just outside Arnhem, which threw us. 

“They’d got heavy tanks and flame 
throwers, against our rifles and machine 
guns. We’d taken evasive action but they 
were literally blowing houses down 
around us. 

“Our officer decided the only way out 
was to surrender, somewhere near the 
Elizabeth Hospital in West Arnhem. 

“The officer put his hands in the air 
and we put ours behind our heads.” 

Meagre 

In Germany he was set to hard labour 
clearing up bomb damage and helping to 
lay railway lines, sometimes marching 
10km to get to the job and eating meagre 
rations. 

He returned to Bulford camp, near Sal¬ 
isbury, where he met his wife Rosalin. 

The couple, who had three daughters, 
celebrated 65 years of marriage but 
Rosalin died last year, aged 89. 

After the war John became a grinding 
machine operator at Contractor 
Switchgear in Wolverhampton, later 
working at a factory in Tipton and then 
becoming a member of the security staff 
at John Thompson’s boiler makers in 
Ettingshall. 

John, who celebrated his 90th birth¬ 
day with a family party at The Lodge in 
Wellington Road, Dudley, on Saturday 
said: “I was young compared to most - a 
boy among men. 

“And we’re dwindling very much, with 
fewer at the pilgrimages every year - but 
I hope to be fit enough to go again next 
year,” he added.

South Staffs led heroic 
struggle for the Somme

FOR SO many of us, our thoughts of the 
First World War are dominated by 
water-sodden and dirty trenches, 
heroic yet unsuccessful attacks across 
the mud of no man’s land, and bloody 
losses of life in futile battles ordered by 
incompetent and insensitive generals. 

In particular, the terrible first day of the 
Somme looms large in our national and collec¬ 
tive consciousness about the horrors of the 
Great War. 

Among those who went ‘over the top’ on July 1, 
1916 were the men of the 1st Battalion the South 
Staffordshire Regiment. Territorials, they were 
part of the 137th Staffordshire Brigade, which 
included two battalions each from North and South 
Staffordshire. It belonged to the 46th (North 
Midland) Division, one of the 14 peace-time divi¬ 
sions of the Territorial Force. 

The 5th South Staffordshire Regiment had its 
headquarters and four companies at Walsall, with 
other companies at Bloxwich, Hednesford, 
Handsworth and Wednesbury. 

As for the 6th battalion, it was based in Wolver¬ 
hampton, where it had three companies, with others 
in Willenhall, Sedgley, Darlaston, Bilston and Tetten- 
hall. Like all Territorial soldiers, the men of the 46th 
North Midland Division were mobilised when war 
was declared on August 4, 1914. 

Its 18,000 infantrymen, gunners, engineers, and 
medics then trained strenuously until early March 
1915 when they were shipped to France - thus 
becoming the first complete Territorial Division to 
take the field. By now, the two Staffordshire battal¬ 
ions had become the l/5th and l/6th and on the first 
day of the Somme, they joined the 56th (London Divi¬ 
sion) to attack Gommecourt, an enemy salient that 
bulged out from the German lines into no man’s land. 
This assault was a diversion to draw German troops

away from Serre to the south. The two divisions 
attacked to the north and south of the heavily forti¬ 
fied village and aimed to link up behind it - thus 
cutting off the Germans. The plan failed. After the 
Great War, a committee of the officers of the l/6th 
wrote up the battalion’s war history. 

At the time, even the commanding officer, Lieu¬ 
tenant J H Thursfield, was unaware of the reasons for 
the attack. At 6.25am an intense British bombard¬ 
ment began, but “the enemy replied vigorously, both 
with his field guns and howitzers, and revealed the 
true strength of his artillery.” 

One of these machine guns was in the north-west 
corner of Gommecourt Village and could not be 
silenced and it “must have been responsible for a 
large number of the casualties in the advance”. 

Shortly before 7.30 the attack was launched, but 
“the enemy’s fire was intense, and from the very start 
casualties were heavy. The smokescreen, after set¬ 
tling down, drifted parallel with the front instead of 
towards the enemy, with the result that when halfway 
across no man’s land the assaulting waves came 
within full view of the enemy. On reaching the wire, 
men looked in vain for the openings they had 
expected. It had been cut by our artillery, but no guns 
could remove it, and it remained in such masses as 


effectually to prevent a passage”. However, one gap 
had been made and some of D Company “managed to 
gain a footing in the enemy’s front line, but were soon 
outnumbered and fell”. The bombers under Lieu¬ 
tenant Flaxman also made for the gap but the wire 
“prevented them from getting to grips, and they were 
shot down in the open”. On the right flank C 
Company engaged the enemy “but they could make 
no headway and suffered heavily. For the rest, those 
men who passed through the barrages and escaped 
the machine gun fire could make no progress past the 
enemy’s wire. ” As for A and B Companies, they found 
no gaps. 

Casualties were severe. Out of the total of 239 in 
the battalion, most occurred within a few minutes of 
the beginning of the attack. As for the l/5th South 
Staffords, that battalion had also suffered high casu¬ 
alties, with 219 men killed or wounded. 

The Battle of the Somme was not the first action 
that l/5th and l/6th had been involved in. Along with 
the rest of the 46th North Midland Division they had 
taken part in the Battle of Loos, when on October 15, 
1915 they had attacked the Hohenzollern Redoubt. 

This was a most forbidding fortification that was 
linked to the German lines behind it by two well-pro¬ 
tected trenches called Little Willie and Big Willie. 
The l/5th and l/6th South Staffordshire Regiment 
were enjoined to capture Big Willie and then move on 
to take a defensive site called Fosse 8, a mine at the 
base of a slagheap. 

According to James P Jones in his History of the 
South Staffordshire Regiment (1923), as soon as the 
South Staffs attacked they “came under a deadly 
cross-fire from three sides. With a rush they captured 
the main trench, but owing to heavy machine gun fire 
swift progress was impossible.” 

Resolutely the South Staffs battled along Big 
Willie and “far into the night this soldiers’ battle con¬ 
tinued, for it had become an affair of individual gal¬ 
lantry and endurance. Here, for three days, they 
fought and endured like the heroes of old, until they 
were relieved by the 2nd Guards Brigade”. Casualties 
were heavy. The 1/5 and 1/6th had lost 31 officers 
while 695 other ranks had been killed, wounded or 
were missing.

Prosperous neighbourhood hope 


A £26 MILLION homes development 
will create a ‘prosperous family neigh¬ 
bourhood’, chiefs said, after work 
began on the scheme. 

Sandwell Council is working with 
support from the Government’s 
Homes and Communities Agency 
(HCA) and has teamed up with housing 
developers Barratt Homes to build 227 
properties on the Windmill Eye devel¬ 
opment in Smethwick. 

The new housing scheme is part of 
the £86 million Windmill Eye Regener¬ 
ation Scheme, which was developed 
after a public consultation, as well as 


representatives from organisations 
such as the NHS Trust and British 
Waterways. 

The scheme will see construction of 
new houses, bungalows and apart¬ 
ments on vacant sites along with the 
refurbishment of existing properties. 
There will also be improvements to the 
area’s open spaces and play areas, as 
well as further improvements to shops 
and services, which the council hopes 
will create new employment. 

Ground works at the site off Messen¬ 
ger Road, the Crofts and Unett Street 
started earlier this year. 


Councillor Darren Cooper, leader of 
Sandwell Council and who represents 
Soho and Victoria ward, said: “It is 
great to see this scheme under way. 

“We have a clear vision that Wind¬ 
mill Eye will be a prosperous family 
neighbourhood with safe places to play 
and work. These new homes play a key 
part of making that vision a reality.” 

Around 40 per cent of the homes 
have been set aside for affordable 
housing. Messenger Road and a section 
of Baldwin Street will be shut until 
December 3 while developer Barratt 
Homes carries out work on the site.

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Elderly targeted by con 
to hand over bank cards 


CONMEN who are pretending to 
be police officers in order to trick 
people into handing over their 
bank cards and details to a fake 
‘courier’ are targeting elderly 
people. 

Three people are known to have 
been approached since the start of 
October prompting police to issue a 
warning to older people across Birm¬ 
ingham. 

In all three crimes one of the tricksters 
has called claiming to be a Pc Miller based 
at Holborn police station in London and 
have even quoted a fictional police officer 
ID number of 3553 to convince victims they 
are genuine. 

They have then told their victims that 
they have two men in custody and that they 
have found a cloned bank card containing 
their personal details. The man has then 
told them to contact their bank immedi¬ 
ately in order to ensure that no money has 
been withdrawn from their account. 

Refused 

But the thieves jam the telephone, 
meaning that when the victims have called 
their bank, they have actually spoken to 
the same fraudster who called them in the 
first place. It means the target of the scam 
has unwittingly disclosed their bank 
details to the fraudster. 

At this point, the offender has claimed to 
need the original bank card as evidence and 
has offered to send a ‘courier’ to the 
victim’s address to collect it. Once this has 
been done, the cards have been used along 
with the PIN numbers to withdraw cash. 

Despite three people being contacted in 
the West Midlands, two fraud-sawy pen¬ 
sioners refused to fall for the con and would 
not give their details.

The language of learning for 
school with high-flying pupils 


A PRIMARY school is flying high despite 95 
per cent of its pupils speaking English as a 
second language, it can be revealed today. 

Only six children on the roll at Sacred Heart 
Primary School, Tipton, have English as their 
mother tongue, out of 128 . 


None of the last Year 6 
pupils to sit Key Stage 2 
SATS, spoke English as a 
first language, but the Vic¬ 
toria Road school still saw 
100 per cent of the group 
through to achieve at least 
level 4 in maths while 88 per 
cent of pupils achieved level 
4 in English. 

All of the pupils at school 
have also made two levels 
worth of progress from Key 
Stage 1 to 2, including those 
with special education 
needs. 

Teachers put the success 
down to a unique set of cir¬ 
cumstances in the school. 

Rules 

It was originally estab¬ 
lished as a Roman Catholic 
voluntary-aided school with 
year group sizes set at 16 
pupils each. 

It became a council-run 
school in 2005 but the 
authority decided to retain 
the previous rules on 
numbers - it means that 
pupils from two year 
groups sit in lessons 
together so there are 
normal class sizes. 

Headteacher Melanie 
Gee said: “All their testing, 
including phonics from 
aged five, is in English so

they have to be able to func¬ 
tion in English.” Teaching 
by themes also helps the 
children learn vocabulary 
more quickly - recent topics 
have included the Second 
World War and Vikings. 

Earlier this year, they 
had a visit from the Time 
Zone team, which helps re¬ 
enact historic moments, to 
introduce pupils to the 
theme of Vikings. 

Good exam results have 
come at the same time as 
the school improved its 
attendance from 94.3 per 
cent last year to 97.1 per 
cent - above the Govern¬ 
ment benchmark. 

Mrs Gee said meetings 
with parents, as well as con¬ 
tracts signed by parents 
whose children had been 
absent, had led to improve¬ 
ments. 

• An article in the 
Sandwell Chronicle stated 
the school spent more than 
£150,000 on supply staff. 

In fact the school only 
spent £7,545.80 on supply 
teachers in the financial 
year 2012/13, out of a total 
budget of around £650,000.

12 Angry Men, Birmingham Rep 

WHEN you re-enact a film as iconic 
and acclaimed as 12 Angry Men you 
had better get it right, fortunately the 
terrifically passionate cast led by 
Martin Shaw did and superbly so. 

Shaw, who takes the part of the 
quietly spoken architect, Juror No 8 , 
played by Henry Fonda in the 1957 film 
adaptation, is supported by a cast 
which includes Hollywood Walk of 
Famer Robert Vaughn and British film 
star Nick Moran. 

The drama focuses on the tensions of 
a jury deciding the fate of a juvenile 
delinquent accused of murdering his 
father and facing the electric chair in 
1950s America. When the vote is taken 
one man, Juror No 8 , stands alone and 
dares to express his doubts, much to 
the chagrin of the others who see it as 
a cut and dried case. 

Shaw’s character tries to express his 
doubts amid the clamour of bigotry and 
angst which surfaces from the variety 
of characters, none more so than Miles 
Richardson as Juror No. 10 who is fan¬ 
tastic as the furious and sickeningly 
bigoted blue collar “Joe” who takes 
every opportunity to spit his venom 
and bile to all around him. 

Also, Juror No. 11, played by Lee J 
Cobb in the film, and this time played 
with heart-rending passion by Martin 
Turner as the bitter and twisted self- 


appointed executioner who wants to 
vent all the rage from the disappoint¬ 
ment of his own son on to the accused. 

The tension builds as one by one 
Shaw voices his “reasonable doubts” 
and gradually makes the other jurors 
face their own faults and demons. 
There are incredibly poignant 
moments which for such a serious 


subject matter oddly elicited a great 
many laughs from the audience. 

A slight hiccough was the dramatic 
moment with the flick knife - a crucial 
point - which Shaw fluffed slightly and 
lost its impact somewhat. But overall 
an incredible performance from the 
entire cast. It runs until October 19.

The work is part of the £200,000 


revamp of the park, off Darlaston 
Road. 

Other work under the park transfor¬ 
mation includes new footpaths and 
part of the park was transformed into 
a wildflower meadow. 

Hundreds of seeds were planted on 
the land, around the size of two football 
pitches. 

The rundown park pavilion was also 
given a £72,000 facelift to encourage 
more people to play sport. 

The centre’s refurbishment 
included rewiring and replastering, 
new lighting, new windows, central 
heating, a new kitchen and toilets.

WHEN Sian Reeves joined 
South Staffs Musical Theatre 
Company back in 1983 for 
their production of Carousel, 
little did she know it would 
lead to a highly successful 
theatrical and TV career 
spanning three decades. 

Best known for her roles as Sydney 
in the hairdressing drama, Cutting It, 
as the evil Sally Spode in Emmerdale 
and currently starring as the crazy, 
nosey neighbour, Bianca in Sky TV’s 
comedy, Mount Pleasant, Sian has cer¬ 
tainly made a name for herself on the 
small screen. However, it all started in 
Wolverhampton at the city’s Grand 
Theatre. 

Born in West Bromwich and raised 
in Brewood, Sian, a former pupil at 
Wolgarston High School in Penkridge, 
joined The Lytton School of Dance 
aged just two, not wanting to be left out 
when her sister Dawn began to tread 
the boards. 

Tears 

“My earliest memory of theatre is 
being late for my cue in a dance called 
My Old Man said Follow the Van, 
where I was dressed as a Cockney lady 
with a bird cage,” she said. “I was in 
floods of tears and my mum carried me 
off.” 

Years of tutus and tap shoes followed 
until Sian won the role of Louise, the 
daughter of the leading couple in 
Carousel. “I had this amazing dance 
routine which was seven minutes long, 
including a pas de deux with a kiss,” 
she said. 

“I remember leaping and running 
across the stage and then the acting 
part of the role which is very emo¬ 
tional. I loved every minute of it and 
couldn’t wait to get on stage for every 
performance,” she said. 


Thirty years on, South Staffs 
Musical Theatre Company have again 
just performed Carousel at The Grand. 
The ffve-nightrun, from October 8-12 
featured 14-year-old Lizzy Bowers, a 
contemporary dancer from Walsall as 
Louise. 

It is interesting to see how the dance 
styles have evolved over the years. 
Sian’s version was much more balletic 
whereas Lizzy’s interpretation has a 
modern, edgy approach. 

So how does professional theatre 
differ from am dram? In Sian’s eyes, 
the desire and passion to perform are 
exactly the same and the talent is on a 
par. “In fact there is much more joy in 
am dram as you work so hard all year 
long for just one week in a theatre, ” she 
added. “Everyone is doing a day job too 


and so it becomes a mixture of pleas¬ 
ure, fatigue and silliness which is just 
wonderful.” TV work is very different 
to theatre but which does Sian prefer? 

“I honestly don’t mind as long as I 
am working,” she said. “I enjoy both. I 
am probably best known as a northern 
comedy girl, but I really want to play a 
detective. 

“That said, I love playing Bianca in 
Mount Pleasant with her lovely make¬ 
up and hair extensions. She’s great. 

“Lots of 30 somethings recognise me 
from Cutting It which they watched as 
teenagers and as Bianca now and it is 
really sweet when people ask for photos 
or autographs,” said Sian. Sian is cur¬ 
rently appearing in It’s A Family Affair 
at Sherman Cymru, with a fourth series 
of Mount Pleasant also in the offing.

The Strictly Come Danc¬ 
ing judge is a most enter¬ 
taining director and invests 
this tale of a Jewish com¬ 
munity about to become 
evicted from their village 
with the right amounts of 
sentiment, poignancy and 
humour. Being a choreog¬ 
rapher too, there are some 
impressive dance routines 
and the inevitable Revel 
Horwood flamboyance 
comes out in a delirious 
ghost scene with a floating 
operatic phantom. 

Paul Michael Glaser, who 
in the minds of many will 
forever be 70s TV cop icon 
Starsky, owns the stage as 
Tevye, the good humoured 
and kind hearted father 
who is torn between tradi¬ 
tion and love for his strong- 
willed dau-ghters whose 
unsuitable suitors include a 
poor tail-or, a revolutionary 
firebrand and a gentile 
Russian.

Cooking up more tasty 
treats for the Judges 


L et’s hope that whoever came up 
with the format for The Great 
British Bake Off has got a cut of 
the profits from selling the show to 
other countries - because if they 
have, they’ll be worth a packet. 

It’s been sold to around a dozen 
countries outside the UK, including 
France, Australia and Poland, with 
Finland and Holland the latest to jump 
on the bandwagon. 

“We’ve seen broadcasters around 
the world put their own special twist 
on the format to great success, for 
example with the speciality cakes that 
are associated with different 
countries,” says Elin Thomas at BBC 
Worldwide. “Baking is a tradition 
everyone can relate to so I have no 
doubt this brilliant format will only 
continue to win more fans around the 
world.” 

What’s more, Dutch viewers will 
also get to see the UK version: “I’m 
very proud that we will broadcast this 
series in The Netherlands,” explains 
Jan Slagter, CEO of the channel 
MAX. “We have a rich baking 
tradition; from Fries Suikerbrood 
(Fries sugar bread) to Brabandse 
worstenbroodjes (Brabandse sausage 


rolls). We want to inspire our viewers, 
so that the whole country will start 
baking.” 

But for now, the only version we’re 
interested in is the original, British 
one, because it’s the week of the 
final. 

Last year’s final featured three men 
- Brendan Lynch, James Morton and 
John Whaite. 

In a shock result, it was John who 
won. He’d been a bit of a steady 
Eddie throughout the run, always 
doing okay without pulling up any 
trees, and simply made fewer 
mistakes than his fellow competitors 
in the last programme, which gave 
judges Mary Berry and Paul 
Hollywood no option but to crown him 
the winner. 

This year it will be very different - 
not least because the last remaining 
bloke, English teacher Glenn Cosby, 
bowed out of the competition in week 
seven. 

Since then, it’s been the women 
fighting it out, but in the nicest 
possible way, of course. They all 
clearly want to win, but obviously feel 
a tad guilty when they see one of 


their friends knocked out of the 
competition. 

Last week, Welsh wonder Beca, 
stylish Frances, ever-smiling 
Kimberley and doe-eyed Ruby set out 
to impress by baking the perfect 
savoury canapes, charlotte royals and 
opera cake. 

As usual there were tears, smiles 
and yelps of frustration. Expect 
something similar here, but with 100 
times the stress added, in this week’s 
grand finale. 

As ever, Mel Giedroyc and Sue 
Perkins attempt to mop their furrowed 
brows. 

Janice Hadlow, controller of BBC2, 
can’t wait for the programme either - 
or, no doubt, to see the ratings figures 
once they come in: “I’m absolutely

New Porsche revealed for LA show 


THE new Porsche 911 Turbo Cabriolet has 
been revealed ahead of its launch at the Los 
Angeles Motor Show. 

The model takes a largely familiar format to models that 
have gone before it, but this time the German firm’s releas¬ 
ing two Turbo models at the same time. The 513bhp Turbo 
Cabriolet will be the entry point to the forced-induction 911 
duo, starting at £126,766 before options. Thanks to four- 
wheel drive, it can sprint from 0-62mph in 3.5 seconds - 0.3 
seconds slower than its coupe counterpart. 


It shares a 197mph top speed and a fuel economy average 
of 28.5mpg with the more powerful Turbo S model, which 
completes the industry-standard launch to 62mph in just 
3.2 seconds. It does, however, cost £149,511, which takes 
account of some improved interior appointments and 
upgraded features over the Turbo. 

The two new 911s have been built with a new, wider 
bodyshell that adds 28mm to the overall width at the rear 
wheels compared to the widest current 911. Previously, 
Turbo models have used the Carrera 4’s already widened 
shell. 


New Chinese marque is 
proving to be a safe bet 


FLEDGLING Chinese car 
brand Qoros has scored an 
impressive five-star Euro 
NCAP result with its first car, 
the 3 saloon. 

Bolstering a 95 per cent score in 
the long-established adult occu¬ 
pant protection and an 87 per cent 
awarded for child passenger pro¬ 
tection is an excellent 77 per cent 
for pedestrian protection - a high 
score in what is a developing cate¬ 
gory. 

The 95 per cent is, according to 
Qoros, the highest adult occupant pro¬ 
tection score awarded by Euro NCAP 
in 2013, and has helped the brand 
achieve its status as the first Chinese- 
based manufacturer to produce a five- 
star car in the notoriously challenging 
crash test regime. 

Crucial 

Volker Steinwascher, vice-chairman 
of Qoros, said: “The safety of our vehi¬ 
cles was one of our key development 
goals from the start. 

“It’s a crucial demonstration that 
our customers are the most important

A new look, inside and out, for the 2014 model year Subaru Outback A world first, the new powertrain pairing delivers major improvements 


LAUNCHED in Europe in 1996, the original 
Subaru Outback pioneered the ‘crossover’ 
concept, combining the comfort, interior 
space and superior on-road handling of a 
family estate with the off-road capability 
and ground clearance of a sports utility 
vehicle. 

Upgraded for the 2014 model year, Subaru engineers 
have now realised further improvements to the Outback, 
enhancing the car’s handling characteristics with revised 
suspension components and the latest incarnation of 
Subaru’s Vehicle Dynamics Control. 

The model also features a revised design for both the 
interior and exterior. 

However, the most significant change for the Outback 
is the introduction of a new powertrain pairing. A world 
first, Subaru engineers have combined the popular 2.0- 
litre Boxer diesel engine with a Lineartronic CVT (contin¬ 
uously variable transmission) - bringing improvements 
in driveability, fuel economy and emissions while also 
widening the car’s appeal immensely. 

With the new engine and gearbox combination the 2014 
MY Subaru Outback will return 44.8mpg and 166g/km 
C02 on the combined cycle. 

The Outback line-up has received a visual upgrade, 
refreshing the vehicle’s looks. Emphasising the Outback’s 
sense of toughness and its ability to tackle all roads and 
conditions, the latest model features body-coloured 
cladding in place of theprevious iteration’s black plastic. 

Colours 

Buyers now have a wider range of colours to choose 
from - including two new colours: Deep Sea Blue Pearl 
and Dark Grey Metallic - while larger fog lamps and the 
addition of a gloss black finish to the front headlamps give 
the car greater road presence than before. The alloy 
wheels now have a gunmetal finish as standard. 

The upgraded cabin of the latest Outback features 
clearer and more modern instrumentation - including the 
addition of a liquid crystal instrument cluster display and 
new materials for a number of dashboard elements. 

Black metallic panels bring about a more modern and 
premium appearance and feel, while instruments within 
the cockpit have been moved to improve user-friendliness. 

Subaru engineers have worked hard to further improve 
the Outback’s ride and handling, notably through alter¬ 
ations to the car’s front and rear suspension. The result is 
a more stable ride and increased comfort for occupants. 

The engine and front and rear suspension systems - the 
latter with a self-levelling feature as standard - are 
mounted on their own sub-frames, bringing about 
reduced vibration and noise. 

The fourth-generation Outback’s double-wishbone 
rear suspension is compact enough to give buyers a 526- 
litre luggage area (with the rear seats upright). 

The Outback continues to offer a significant 200mm of 
ground clearance, while the placement of the compact, 
horizontally-opposed engine and transmission afford a 
typically Subaru-like low centre of gravity, endowing the 
Outback with high levels of cornering stability. 

Subaru’s Symmetrical All-Wheel Drive system features 
on all Outback models. 

For those equipped with a manual transmission, the 
AWD technology is accompanied by Active Torque Split, 
and for those with the Lineartronic CVT it is coupled with 
a centre differential with viscous limited slip differential. 
Both drivetrain layouts deliver reassuring driving 
dynamics in all conditions, both on- and off-road. 

Lineartronic 

The 2014 MY Subaru Outback 2.0D Lineartronic 
variant will feature a new trim level, the SX. High levels 
of standard equipment are featured inside and out. 

For the exterior there are new 17in gunmetal alloy 
wheels, along with body-coloured bumpers, body-coloured 
power folding door mirrors (with integrated LED indica¬ 
tor repeaters), and matching colour-coded door handles. 
Silver roof rails and a roof spoiler are other exterior 
accents, while a power-sliding glass sunroof (with sun¬ 
shade) and UV protected front, side and rear glass also 
feature. 

Self-levelling automatic HID headlamps and rain 
sensing wipers add convenience for the driver. 

Further highlights include front fog lights, pop-up 
headlight washers, heated mirrors, rear window defogger 
with timer, front and side window defrosters, and a wind¬ 
screen wiper de-icer function. 

Inside, the new SX model provides the Outback with a 
wealth of useful equipment. 

Audio and cruise control functions are present on the 
leather-trimmed steering wheel, while new sports seats at 
the front are heated to provide extra comfort when the 
weather turns cold. 

For further comfort and convenience of driver and pas¬ 
sengers, dual-zone automatic air-conditioning, Bluetooth 
hands-free system, audio system with USB connectivity 
and a VGA centre display with rear vision camera are all 
present. 

New speedometer and rev counter dials feature in the 
Outback’s upgraded instrument binnacle, while a one- 
touch lane change facility has also been added which acti¬ 
vates the indicators to flash three times. 

Additional features of leather interior and satellite nav¬ 
igation are available as dealer fit options if the customers 
wish to upgrade.

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Tough guy is given a 
makeover by Toyota 


THE Toyota Land Cruiser enjoys a global rep¬ 
utation as an ultimate go-anywhere vehicle, a 
status built on its formidable performance in 
the world’s toughest environments over more 
than 60 years. 

Throughout that time, Land Cruiser has been progres¬ 
sively developed to harness new technologies to extend its 
capabilities, both on-road and off, and to increase in cus¬ 
tomer appeal in terms of styling, comfort and practicality. 

Toyota has introduced a series of improvements that give 
Land Cruiser new styling, an improved interior and revised 
handling for the 2014 model year. 

The reworked design preserves the model’s distinctive 
identity, while the interior changes raise quality, conven¬ 
ience and ease of use. Detailed adjustments to the suspen¬ 
sions systems - both the standard set-up and the Kinetic 
Dynamic Suspension System (KDSS) featured on higher 
grade models - deliver even better stability and ride 
comfort. 

The new front-end treatment is the stand-out feature of 
the 2014 Land Cruiser’s refreshed design. Toyota has intro¬ 
duced a more prominent grille that marks an evolution of 
the traditional arrangement of five parallel vertical bars, 
giving them a stronger appearance and sinking them into 
the upper edge of the new, deeper front bumper. According 
to model grade, the bars have a metallic or silver finish. 

Contrasting 

The new headlamp clusters and running lights now form 
a single unit with the grille and the entire structure is set 
higher, making it less vulnerable to damage when driving 
off-road. The lamp units incorporate the high and low beam 
lights, turn indicators and DRLs; halogen or LED head¬ 
lights and DRLs will be offered, according to grade. In a neat 
touch, the units feature discreet Land Cruiser branding and 
a contrasting black and powder-coated aluminium internal 
finish. 

The over-size bumper has a two-step design that further 
protects the headlights above. In spite of adding 20mm to 
the front overhang, its sharply cut-away bottom edge means 
there is no change to the vehicle’s turning circle (5.2m for 
the three-door, 5.8m for the five-door) or its approach angle 
when driving off-road. The wheelbase and rear overhang 
are unchanged, with overall vehicle lengths increased to 
4,335mm (three-door) and 4,780mm (five-door). 

At the rear the lamp clusters have been redesigned with 
clear lens blocks and red accents and the licence plate sur¬ 
round has been rendered more prominent.

New 17 and 18-inch wheel designs have been introduced 
and the range of exterior colours will include a number of 
new mica finishes. 

The new Land Cruiser’s cabin gains new trims and detail¬ 
ing that raise the overall tactile and perceived quality. The 
dashboard has been redesigned with a focus on making the 
vehicle’s drive systems easier to access and monitor. 

The centre console gains a new switch panel that brings 
together the controls for the on and off-road driving tech¬ 
nologies. These include a new selector dial for the five-mode 
Multi-Terrain Select and five-step Crawl Control, flanked 
by switches for the all-wheel drive and Adaptive Variable 
Suspension. 

Making the systems easier to use doesn’t end there: the 
new 2014 Land Cruiser also gains a 4.2-inch TFT colour 
screen, set between the main meters in the driver’s instru¬ 
ment binnacle. The choice of function has been extended to 
include an angle gauge, traction control operation on each 
wheel and the status of the differential locks. The driver can 
select the screen functions using a control on the steering 
wheel, with additional new options including tyre pressure 
warning, headlamp levelling, traction control “off” confir¬ 
mation and Blind Spot Monitor alerts. 

The Optitron speedometer and tachometer have a new 
look, with thinner needles and blue illumination.

Bumper sales send 
an upbeat message 


THE ‘13’ registration number 
has proved lucky for new car 
sales in the UK as it has been 
the best selling six-month 
period in nine registration 
plate changes. 

From March 1 to the end of August, 
the number of 13-plate cars sold 
totalled 1,115,459 in the UK to make 
this the most successful new car sales 
period in five years. 

The Society of Motor Manufacturers 
and Traders, which compiles new car 
sales information, says this bodes well 


for the 63-reg that began on September 
1. It reckons more the £6 billion will be 
spent on new cars in the six months 
from September 1 to the end of Febru¬ 
ary 2014. 

“We have seen a strong performance 
from the new car market throughout 
2013, with the number of cars regis¬ 
tered increasing in July for the 17th 
successive month,” said Mike 
Baunton, SMMT interim chief execu¬ 
tive. 

“Now we have evidence of consistent 
growth, we have raised our forecast for 
2013 new car registrations to 2.216 


million units, an increase of over eight 
per cent on last year,’ he added. 

‘In line with this positive trend, we 
expect the new 63 plate to be very suc¬ 
cessful and for September registra¬ 
tions to provide a similar peak to that 
seen in March.” 

March is typically the month for the 
highest number of registrations, with 
September coming a close second. 
More than a third of annual registra¬ 
tions occur in March and September 
combined, with the other months typi¬ 
cally accounting for 6.5 per cent of the 
annual total.
